Damage at Macleod 


The greatest amount of damage 

done as a result of the flood at Mac- 
leod was to the irrigation system west 
of town; while the dam weathered the 
great volume of water rush‘ over 
it to a depth of 8 feet above 
of the structure and suffered no 
damage, 500 feet of the earth works 
spillway was washed out and three ce- 
ment piers supporting the flume at 
about the middle were ca: away 
with 3 sections of ironwork (about 90 
feet). The cost of re-building is 
variously estimated at from $20,000 
to $30,000, and engineers state re- 
pairs can possibly be made within a 
month. 
A considerable portion of the water 
intake pipes at the Macleod Power 
house were washed out, but on 
account of the still prevailing high 
water this has mot interfered with 
water service and fire protection. 

West of Macleod at the Willow 
Creek bridge about ten feet of the 
north approach was washed out, and 
east of town and across the McKenzie 
bridge the two small traffic bridges 
were carried away.

THE FORD MYTH 


There is probobly no man so much 
discussed in American newspapers 
to-day as Henry Ford, and perhaps 
no man so little known. There are 
the most divergent views about him. 
One observer says that’ he is as 
selfish a man as lives; another pro- 
claims him the greatest idealist of 
his time. The Chicago Tribune con- 
siders him a menace to society. 
Though he is reputed to be the 
richest man in the world, he is be- 
coming something like an _ idol 
voters in the South and Middle West, 
and it is predicted that if he were 
nominated on the Democratic ticket 
every Southern State with the ex- 
ception of perhaps one would be en- 
thusiastic for him. Labor admires 
him for raising wages; manufac- 
turers must admire him for his 
success in building up one of the 
greatest industries in the world. 
Pacifists love him for his Utopian 
utterances at the time of war. Mili- 
tarists might respect him for the 
great. war work he is supposed to 
have done after the United States 
became a combatant, though as a 
matter of fact this service was 
tremendously over-advertised. The 
public at large, which have never 
seen him, look at his picture in the 
newspapers and perceive a gentle 
looking man, with an engaging air 
of youth and candour. Everywhere 
he is discussed, praised or abused. 

A recent contribution to the Ford 
dossier is a book by Dr. Samuel S. 
Marquis. He is no Ford  idolator 


but he is fair, pointing out the bad! 


as well as the good. In one respect 
Ford appears to resemble Woodrow 
Wilson. He has few old friends. 
One after another he has_ parted 
with the men who worked with him 
and helped build up his fortune— 
Couzens, Wills, Klingensmith, Haw- 
kins, Lee, Knudson, Biownell, the 


Dodges. He is accused of downright 
brutality in handling men. Occa- 
sionally emotional storms sweep 


over him and he throws his factories 
into a convulsion. Old policies, de- 
partments, officers are flung aside. 
Sometimes desks have been broken 
with an axe as a sign that the occu-

HEROIC NURSE IS HEROINE OF 
INDIA 


Lillian C. Starr, a nurse of 
Peshawar, India, is the latest reigning 
heroine of the British Empire. It 
was she who risked her life to rescue 
Mollie Ellis, the young English gir 
who was captured by Afridi bandits 
and held for ransom. After she had 
brought Miss Ellis safely out, Mrs. 
Starr returned to Peshawar and re- 
sumed her nursing. But King George 
has approved the award to her of the 
Kaisar-i-Hind gold medal, and Queen 
Mary has publicly expressed the pride 
all Englishwomen take in her noble 
exploit. If she were an American 
the number of offers of marriage 
that she would have received up to 
the present would be fabulous. In 
any event her name has been inscribed 
upon the imperishable roll of honor 
of the race, and it has been proposed 
that there should be erected at Kohat, 
India, a “Starr Hospital” in com- 
memoration of her courage. 

Murder and Kidnapping | 
month ago all India was shock- | 
ed by the news that Mrs. A. J. El- 
lis, wife of Major Ellis, D. S. O., sta- 
tioned at Kohat, had been stabbed 
to death and that her  seventeen- 
year-old daughter Mollie had been 
kidnapped by Afghan tribesmen. 
Kohat lies some distance inside the 
bofder, and was supposed to be safe 
from raids. Five miles away, how- 
ever, are the Tirah mountains, for- 
bidden ground for the whites and 
infested by some of the most des- 
perate fighting men to be found any- 
where upon the surface of the globe. 
At the time of the murder Major 
Ellis was away, but another officer 
was sleeping in the bungalow for 
the protection of the ladies. There 
was a terrific storm that night, which | 
probably explains why he slept with- 
out hearing the intruders, as they 
stole into the house, stabbed Mrs. 
Ellis to the heart and carried away 
the terrified young girl, clad only in 
her night gown and in her bare feet. 
Shortly after the crime had been 
committed the alarm was given, and! 
within an hour troops and_ police! 
were scouring the neighborhood. | 
Next day British airplanes were on/| 
the scene. Passes were guarded, | 
caves explored. Lord Rawlinson, | 
Commander-in-Chief, toured the 
frontier and took charge of opera- | 
tions. 


In Fear of Death |

from Mollie herself. She had been| 
permitted, even ordered, to com-| 
municate with her friends and an- 
nounce the terms on which she would | 
be released. It is said that despite | 
the physical and mental agony which! 
she must have suffered every hour | 
of her detention, her letters were 
invariably precise and businesslike, | 
entirely free from the hysteria which | 
might have been expected. She said! 
that her captas were continually | 
threatening her; that she had no 
doubt they would kill her unless their | 
demands were met. . In a week or so| 
communications were established with | 
Mahmud Akkundzaka, the leading! 
Mullah of Tirah, and he admitted! 
that Mollie was in a mountain fortress | 
eight miles away. Personally he did 
not approve of the kidnapping, but he 
was strongly disinclined to interfere, 
such was his general hatred of the! 
| whites, Eventually he was persuad- 
\ed to apply pressure so that a pack- 
age of comforts and an encourag- 
jing letter might be delivered to!

The Heroic Nurse 

Thoughts immediately turned to 
Mrs, Starr, nursing sister at the 
Church Missionary Society's Hospi- 
tal at Peshawar. She was known 
to everybody, and was _ intimately 
acquainted with the ways of the 
Afridis, In 1918 her husband, Dr, 
Starr, was murdered by Afridis. The 
village from which his slayers had 
set forth was known, but a_ short 
time afterward when the call of duty 
came from this village Mrs; Starr 
entered it, and nursed one of her 
husband’s murderers until the end.

The first year the best display of 
flowers will be from annuals sown 
under glass during April or outside 
where the plants are to flower during 
May.

Godetias, karkspurs, Calendula, Of- 
ficinalis, Cornflowers, Poppies 
Candytuft, Coreopsis, Nemesia and 
Mignonette. To these add bulbs of 
gladiolus, and the grower will be re- 
warded by an ample display of bloom 
during the first summer of his gard- 
ening operations.

Dancing is an invention probably 
preceding the development of music, 
and when aspiring man first deve- 
loped the religious idea it was ex- 
pressed in the dance. In the Bible, 
dancing is recorded and approved, in- 
deed enjoined.
